141 Whereupon counsel for plaintiff called attention of the 
court to the fact that the last statement produced by the de¬ 
fendant. is dated August. 2, 1904, showing amount due Thomas E. 
Waggaman from John F. Waggaman on that date, to be §69,708.

164 The Witness: On receipt of .these statements I had the 
interest endorsed on the back of the notes by Mr. Cain, as 
called for bv the statements. The University received all of the 
interest called for by tlie different endorsements of interest on the 
notes. The interest was received from Thomas E. Waggaman. 

On cross examination the witness said: 

Mr. Waggaman made the payments of interest about the first of 
every month, but the checks or money did not accompany these 
statements. Mr. Waggaman would send us the interest due every 
month and continue to do so up to and including July 1904. 

Whereupon the plaintiff to further maintain the issues on its 
part joined recalled Theodore CorriEr, Jr., who continued his testi¬ 
mony as follows: 

In stating the accounts of Thomas E. Waggaman I found the 
open account he had with John F. Waggaman. I have a copy of 
that account which was made up from the press copy books in the 
office of Thomas E. Waggaman. That was his method of keeping 
accounts. He had no ledger. His accounts were kept in press copy 
books. Some records were kept on the back of envelopes containing 
papers and some papers were kept in so-called note-hooks, but were 
not complete, but he kept no regular set of books. The book which 
1 hold is called interest account book No. 4*2, containing entries 
from May 2*2, 1904. to August 23, 1904. On page 3*20 of that book 
under dale of August 23, 1904, there is a statement of John F. 
Waggamans account. 1 found no other open account of Thomas E. 

Waggaman against John F. Waggaman. 

Ido Whereupon counsel for plaintiff offered said letter press 
copy of statement of August 23, 1904, in evidence for the 
purpose of showing that the balance due from John F. Waggaman 
to Thomas E. Waggaman was about $78,343.00, being the same 
amount which John F. Waggaman, in his proof of claim against 
the estate of Thomas E. Waggaman, Bankrupt, admitted to be due 
from him to said Thomas E. Waggaman, and for which he gave 
the Bankrupt credit in his said proof of claim, but the offer was 
objected to on behalf of the defendant, and the court sustained said 
objection, to which ruling of the court the plaintiff then and there 
duly noted an exception. Said letter press copy of said statement is 
in words and figures as follows:

The Witness: In staling the accounts of Thomas E. Wag- 
166 ganum 1 discovered the accounts which are covered by the 
notes in suit. There is one other note in connection with 
this series of notes. When I last saw it, it was in the possession of 
II. Rozier Dulany, Trustee of Thomas E. Waggamau, bankrupt. 1 
first went into Thomas E. Waggaman’s office about January, 1905, 
and had no previous knowledge of any of his affairs. 

Whereupon witness was asked to state the amount of said note, 
and answered $5000, but the defendant objected, and the court sus¬ 
tained the objection, to which ruling of the Court the plaintiff then 
and there duly noted an exception. 

The witness further stated that he could not point oil-hand to the 
monthly statement covered by said note, as lie did not have the book 
in court with that note in it. 

No cross examination. 


Whereupon the plaintiff, to further maintain the issue on its part 
joined, recalled George A. Dougherty, who testified that from the 
spring of 1902, which is as far back as his knowledge extends, until 
March 10. 1904, Thomas E. Waggaman, as agent of the plaintiff, 
held all of the securities of the University in his physical possession, 
including the notes in suit, said securities being in amount in 
the neighborhood of $876,000, and on said last mentioned date (heir 
physical possession was delivered to the University. He had held 
the securities as agent of the University. 

This was all the evidence offered by the plaintiff. 

Whereupon the defendant moved the court to instruct the 
167 jury to return a verdict for the defendant, which motion 
after argument was granted, and the court instructed the jury 
upon all the evidence to return a verdict for the defendant, which 
was accordingly done, to the granting of which motion and instruc¬ 
tion to the jury, and the direction of a verdict for the defendant, 
the plaintiff then and there duly excepted. 

All of the exceptions hereinbefore referred to were noted on the 
minutes of the court as they were severally taken, and the plaintiff 
prayed the court to sign and seal this its Bill of Exceptions, to have 
the same force and effect as if the ruling herein contained were
